Subject , the dignity and certainty of 
the Law Were in ſuch lubjection , that 
they may firſt make what O:ders they 
pleale,and tn what cales they pleaſe. And 
whoſoever diſputes thole Dzders, and 
ſubmits not to thoſe Udvtes, breaks their 
Puvlledses, and whoſoever bzeaks their

As they have Declared (the beſt 'Ar- 
cument o2 Evidence you are to look foz ) 
that all that they do is lawfull, becauſe:
